The house has refused to concur in | 
the ap p rop riations bill, as amended by I 
the senate, and Mr. Cravens and Mr. I 
Bedwell have been named as its mem­ 
bers of a conference committee. Lieut­ 
enant Governor O’Neill, however, has 
not yet ap p ointed the senate members | 
of the committee. 
Before the Ault 
resolution had been p resented, Rep re- j 
sentative Duncan introduced a bill j 
making it unlawful ”to increase the 
salary of any state, county, m unicip al; 
or township officer during his term of j 
office.” 
The house today ex p ects to take 
final action on nearly all imp ortant j 
p ending legislation that will be likely 
to come before the house. The Stö ren ! 
registration bill, amending the p resent 
registration 
law*, 
was 
passer] 
with 
amendments which will i>ermit voters 
to register by affidavit, will strike from 
the registration books the names of 
those who do not ex ercise the right of 
suffrage, and which will reduce from 
three to two the p eriods of registra­ 
tion. 
Senator VanNuys’s bill p ermitting 
municip alities to own and op erate tele­ 
p hone systems was p assed, as was 
Rep resentative 
Biddle’s 
bill, 
which 
chiefly aims at large corp orations by 
limiting the amount of road tax that 
may be “worked out” to $20 and re­ 
quiring all other road tax es to be paid 
in cash. 
Among other bills p assed 
was Rep resentative Duncan’s bill to 
require the American flag to be car­ 
ried at the head of all p ublic p roces­ 
sions or p arades, including circus, re­ 
ligious and p olitical 
p ageants, and 
Rep resentative Weidler’s bill to re­ 
quire that thirty minutes be devoted to 
the study of birds and wild animals 
each week in all the p ublic schools ot 
the state. 


Senate Passes U tilities Bill. 
Democratic senators were jubilant 
when the Shively-Sp encer p ublic utili­ 
ties commission bill, containing ex ­ 
clusively 
the 
Democratic 
caucus 
amendments, was p assed by the unani­ 
mous vote of the forty-eight senators 
p resent, including all the Rep ublicans 
and Bull Moose. 
The absent senators 
were Senator Kistler (Dom.), who is' 
sick at bis home in Logansp ort, and 
Senator Sex son (Rep .), who is in Ari­ 
zona on account of ill health. 
It is j 
generally conceded that the hill as it 
went through the senate will be ade­ 
quate as a law for the regulation of j 
p ublic utilities, p rovided there is a 
good commission to administer it. 
The senate voted to p ut the bureau 
of legislative information up on a per- j 
manent basis by p assing the so-called i 
“Lap p bill.” which makes an ap p rop ri- ; 
ation of $13,000 and establishes a ‘ 
board constituted of the governor, j 
state librarian, legislative reference li- j 
brarian and p residents of Purdue and 
Indiana universities, which shall have ; 
control of the bureau.

the coming of Mr. Lap p meant a new 
era in the making of laws for Indiana.

Both parties in the case are well 


known. Mrs. Kirkpatrick was the 
widow of the late T. M. Ochiltree 
and was married in December 1910. 
Mrs. Kirkpatrick testified that when 
they were first married they resided 
in her property in Glenwood and that 
Mr. Kirkpatriek did not furnish the 
house. She stated that in.her ^esti-

for work he does for a trading stamp 
company. Thus far it has been hard 
:o discover anyone except the trad- 
ing stamp company that is opposing 
;he bill. 


One member has been told by a 


merchant of his home city that the 
jill should be passed by all means. 
This merchant informed his repre- 
sentative that the trading stamp 
business had cost him in excess of 
$1,800 in a single year, and that it 
iiad been a useless expenditure, in 
no way benefiting him.

ployes as provided in the regular ap- 
propriations bill -passed by the house 
Feb. 12 and the senate Feb. 20. 


The house has refused to concur in 


the appropriations bill, as amended by 
the senate, and Mr. Cravens and Mr. 
Bedwell have been named as its mem- 


Austin, Tex., Feb. 26.—Governor 


Colquitt, following up the issuance of 
his orders whereby the state infantry 
and cavalry forces at Houston, the in- 
fantry at Corpus Christi and the cav- 
alry at Austin were started for the bor- 
der, announced that he fully intend- 
ed to carry out his plan for the pro- 
tection of the Texas border and that 
if necessary additional troops will be 
called but He does not intend to have 
the Texas troops cross the border, as 
such a step, he believes, would be 'ab- 
surd. 


The failure of the federal govern- 


ment to act upon repeated requests for 
the protection of the border, the gov- 
ernor declares, is what caused him to 
act. The troops will be kept in the 
field as long as the necessity for such 
action exists.

The house today expects to take 


final action on nearly all important 
pending legislation that will be likely 
to come before the house. The Storen 
registration bill, amending the present 
registration law, was passed with 
amendments which will permit voters 
to register by affidavit, will strike from 
the registration books the names of 
those who do not exercise the right of 
suffrage, and which will reduce from 
three t-> two the periods of registra- 
tion. 


Senator VanNuys's bill permitting 


municipalities to own and operate tele- 
phone systems was passed, as was 
Representative Biddle's bill, which 
chiefly aims at large corporations by 
limiting the amount of road tax that 
may be "worked out" to $20 and re- 
quiring all other road taxes to be paid 
in cash. 
Among other bills passed 


was Representative Duncan's bill to 
require the American flag to be car- 
ried at the head of all public proces- 
sions or parades, including circus, re- 
ligious and political pageants, and 
Representative Weidler's bill to re- 
quire that thirty minutes be devoted to 
the study of birds and wild animals 
each week in all the public schools of 
the state. 


Senate Passes Utilities Bill. 


Democratic senators were jubilant 


when the Shively-Spencer public utili- 
ties commission bill, containing ex- 
clusively 
the 
Democratic 
caucus 


amendments, was passed by the unani- 
mous vote of the forty-eight senators 
present, including all the Republicans 
and Bull Moose. The absent senators 
were Senator Kistler (Dem.), who is 
sick at his home in Logansport, and 
Senator Sexson (Rep.), who is in Ari- 
zona on account of ill health. It is 
generally conceded that the bill as it 
went through the senate will be ade- 
quate-as a law for the regulation of 
public utilities, provided there is a 
good commission to administer it. 


The senate voted to put the bureau 


of legislative information upon a per- 
manent basis by passing the so-called 
"Lapp bill," which makes an appropri- 
ation of $13,000 and establishes a 
hoard constituted of the governor, 
state librarian, legislative reference li- 
brarian and presidents of Purdue and 
Indiana universities, which shall have 
control of the bureau. The bill also 
provides that the bureau shall be a 
general bureau for the gathering of 
data for the assistance of county and 
other officers for the whole state as to 
any matter in which they may be in- 
terested. Senator VanNuys, in calling 
up his bill establishing the bureau of 
legislative information, called atten- 
tion to the great helpfulness that had 
been shown by John A. Lapp, legisla- 
tive librarian,' in assisting the mem-

way for ninny years, its advocates 
are still pulling jn many directions. 
Some road associations want state 
highways with, national aid. Others 
want state highways without nation- 
al aid. Still others want good roads 
paid for by the 
counties 
through 


which they pass, without any aid. 
One. at "least, believes firmly that the 
question is not only one for states, 
counties, cities and towns, but for 
the nation. 


The National Highways Associa- 


tion believes that the beginning of a 
comprehensive good road system for 
the nation nmst be made by the fed- 
eral government.

in ten years there will be dozens of 
good roads reaching it from all parts 
of the st.iife.

This Time the Ironic "Ley de Fuga" Is 


Put in Operation in the Case of Al- 
berto Madero, Brother of the Slain 
President, at Chihuahua, in Pursu- 
ance of Huerta's Plan to Wipe Out 
the Madero Influence. 


Mexico City, Feb. 26.—More strongly 


than ever the Huerta administration 
seems to be intrenched in control. 
But 
this 
has 
been 
accomplished 


only by the continued show o£ force. 
Troops occupy the principal streets 
and every indication of trouble is the 
occasion for harsh dealing by the sol- 
diers. 


The indications are that President 


Huerta and his supporters are too 
strong to be dislodged. 
The senti- 


ment is growing in their favor. Ad- 
herents to their cause are coming over 
in large numbers, and in a few days 
it is predicted they will be supreme in 
every part of the republic. The pub- 
lic seems disposed to accept the pres- 
ent government because it has the in- 
tention and power to enforce its de- 
crees. 


The flame of revolt is smouldering 


in the outlying states, but the rebels 
lack a leader and are scattered and 
disorganized. As rapidly as conditions 
in the capital warrant it, strong de- 
tachments of troops will be sent to 
stamp out the scores of little disturb- 
ances, 


Minister of Communications De La 


Fuente, in behalf of the provisional 
government, has issued the following 
proclamation: 


"The revolutionary party sincerely 


wishes peace for Mexico and does not 
claim more than the realization of the 
ideals of the revolution, because it 
feels that only the realization of them 
is what will give peace to the country. 
Therefore it is dictating laws that 
mean the realization of the ideals that, 
in their opinion, will result in obtain- 
ing peace." 


It was announced that this procla- 


mation had the unanimous support of 
President Huerta and his counsellors. 
Alberto Madero, an uncle of the slain 
ex-president, probably has been killed 
at Chihuahua. The deed was accom- 
plished in much the same way as was 
the killing of President Madero and 
Vice President Suarez, under the iron- 
ic "ley de fuga." It was reported at 
first that Governor Gonzales of Chi- 
huahua, a strong Madero sympathizer, 
had also been put to death, but this 
was later denied. General Rabago, 
the military governor of Chihuahua, 
has sent word that Gonzales is still 
alive and unmolested in prison. 


Senora Madero, wife of the deposed 


and slain president, his mother, father 
and other relatives, are reported to 
have left this city and embarked on a 
Cuban gunboat at Vera Cruz under 
the protection of the Cuban minister. 
They will go to Havana first and then 
to Europe. 


Plans are being made by the gov- 


ernment to confiscate all the Madero 
estates 'iir Mexico. This seizure will 
include the personal property of the 
late president, as well as that of his 
father, uncles and brothers. * 


Ninety-five federal soldiers are re- 


ported to have been executed at Suaz, 
near Juarez, because they revolted 
when news of the killing of Madero 
and Suarez reached them. No con- 
firmation of. the story has been re- 
ceived.

Indianapolis, Feb. 26.—A bill intro- 


duced by Representative Cravens pro- 
vides for the erection of a new $5, 
000,000 statehouse on the ground 
hounded by Meridian, Vermont. Peni 
sylvania and North streets. This is 
the Cravens plan for celebrating Indi- 
ana's centennial. 


The bill provides for a centennial 


commission to be appointed by the 
governor, which would have authority 
to acquire the ground named in the 
bill. The commission would first have 
plans drawn for a $1.000,000 building 
but if it found that a building suitable 
for the needs of the state could not be 
erected at that cost, it would have the 
power to have new plans drawn for a 
building, the cost of which would not 
exceed $5.000,000. 


The bill carries a total appropria-1 


tion of $5,000,000, of which $2,000,000 j 
•would be available in 1913, and $1,000,- 
000 in each of the years IflH. 1915 and 
1916. 


It is provided that the state shall 


continue to hold and use the present 
statehouse until the state has authori- 
ty to sell or lease the same. No given 
sum is appropriated for the purchase 
of grounds, the commission, however, 
having the power to make such pur- 
chase. 


Another centennial building bill is 


pending, having been introduced by 
Representative Tingle and having 
been reported favorably out of com- 
mittee. The Tingle bill seeks to ap- 
propriate $1,750,000, of which not more 
than $1,000,000 would be used for a 
state educational and library building.

DEATH OF EMILIO MADERO 


Brother of Slain President Killed in 


Battle With Federals. 


Monterey, Mexico, Feb. 26.—Emilio 


Madero, another brother of the slain 
president, was shot to death near here 
last evening. Emilio Madero was re- 
garded by the Huerta government a_s 
the greatest surviving menace to its 
existence. Upon the summary death 
of his brother he took to the hills near 
here and called to his standard all who 
would espouse the cause of his family. 
He was speedily joined by a formida- 
blt army of more than two thousand. 


He left a. secure position in the hills 


and with a guard of about fifty men 
was attempting to make his way to 
another camp of his sympathizers at 
Neuva Laredo, to stir them to action 
he had determined upon. 


On the way along a mountain defile 


the party was suddenly confronted by 
a. troop of federal regulars, who were 
on their way to find him at Monterey. 
There was no retreat for either side, 
and a desperate hand-to-hand fight en- 
sued. The contest was unequal, and 
in a short time the Maderistas had 
been practically exterminated. 
' Finally a pistol shot struck Emilio, 
already seriously wounded, and he fell. 
It Is understood that not one of his. 
followers was allowed.to escape. 


If Senora Madero has left Mexico 


with her relatives, as reported, there. 
Is now not one of that family left alive 
in the republic. . First, Gustavo Ma- 
dero was killed, then Francisco, the 
president, for whom the others fought, 
then Alberto, if apparently authentic 
reports from Chihuahua are to b« be- 
lieved, and nowjfcmOio.
